TO VOTE ON NOV. 2 
THAN EVER BEFORE 


( B y U n i t «<1 r r N f ) 
T he num ber of persons eligible to 
vote in the November general elec­ 
tio n is the highest in history, a na ­ 
tionwide survey indicated 
today. 
Political observers believed heavy 
registratio ns repo rted by cities and 
states across the natio n m ight m ean 
¡a record vote Nov. 2. 
T his would require tha t the vote 
surpass the 1940 vote record of 49,* 
815,312. 
The 1944 vote dropped1 to 
48,025,000 because of the num ber 
of perso ns serving in the arm ed 
forces. 
m 
T he 1940 vote was abo ut 38 per 
cent of the natio n’s estim ated po pu­ 
latio n of 131,700,000. 
To reach 50,- 
000,000 and exceed the 1940 figure, 
the vote this year would have to be 
abo ut 35 per cent of the estim ated 
po pulatio n of 145,000,000. 
Poor New York Showing 
O ne no table exception was New 
York City, where registratio ns to ta l­ 
ing 3,313,520 were described by o f­ 
ficials as “the poorest

Vito M arcanto nio an edge 
Surprisingly, a num ber of states 
repo rted tha t they do no t compile 
registratio n to tals and have no way 
of estim ating how m any people will 
vote. 
O ther states required regis­ 
tratio n only under certain circum ­ 
stances and their figures were no t 
indicative.
